CRIPPLE CEBEK, Col., April 12.—The 


mail and express wagon which con- 
nects with the Midland Terminal rail- 
way at Grassy was boarded yesterday 
about two miles from this city by two 
men, who overpowered the driver, Rob- 
ert Smith, secured an express package 
containing 816,000 and escaped on 
horseback. 


The hold-up took place about 9:30 


o'clock on the summit of Tenderfoot 
hill on the highway between Cripple 
Creek and Grassy. The mail and ex- 
press wagon, drawn by horses driven 
by Messenger Smith, was en route 
from Grassy to Cripple Creek with the 
mail and express matter received at 
Grassy on the morning train from Den- 
ver and Colorado Springs. Two men 
sitting beside the road accosted Smith, 
asking for a ride. He drew up his 
team and one of the men climbed up 
to the seat beside him, while the other 
mounted the baggage behind. 


As soon as Smith started to drive on 


the man behind struck him on the 
head several times with, a revolver. 
The blows staggered, but did not stun 
him. 
The man on the seat with him 


also drew a revolver, and, leveling it 
at him, commanded him to get down, 
walk to the heads of the horses and 
hold their bridles. 


He complied, and when he was there 


the robbers ripped open and robbed 
the 
mails. 
After securing $10,000, 


which was being shipped to one of the 
Cripple Creek banks, and several other 
valuable packages, they rode off rap- 
idly into the mountains. 


Smith, who was very weak 
and 


bleeding profusely, drove into the city 
as quickly as possible. 
When he drove 


up in front of the Fargo express office 
he fainted and fell from the seat. 


Smith has three bad scalp wounds 


and is very weak from loss of blood. 
He was not able to give a good descrip- 
tion of the robbers; but they were 
seen alongside the road shortly before 
the robbery by Ed Hull, of the Grand 
Transfer, who described them as fol- 
lows: 


One was about 5 feet 8 inches in 


height, weighed about 155 pounds, and 
wore a dark derby hat and a dark 
brown overcoat. He had a dark mous- 
tache, clipped. 


The other was about 5 feet G inches 


in height and weighed 
about 143 


pounds. He had a brown mustache 
and wore blue overalls and a white 
soft hat. 


Within twenty minutes from the 


time the robbery was committed Dep- 
uty Sheriffs Sterling and Jackson and 
200 men started to scour the hills in 
search of the robbers, who have so 
small a start that it is not believed 
that they can escape. 


The robbers have been traced to the 


tftVwle road north of town, near Rhyo- 
lite mount»i«. After robbing the ex- 
press they crossed over Cow mountain, 
and near Gllette they discarded the 
horses which they had taken, and tools 
a light buggy and a horse, which they 
had secreted in the timber, and drove 
away, after turning the stolen horses 
loose and starting them on the road 
towards Cripple Creek. 


Yesterday was pay day at the mines, 


and the stolen 816,000 money package 
was a consignment to the Bimetallic 
bank of this city, to be used in paying 
miners.

Walcott, at onetime one of the wealth- 
iest men in this town, and treasurer of 
the Connecticut River savings bank, 
which suspended a week ago, died sud- 
denly Wednesday. It is believed that 
the adverse criticism to which he was 
subjected and the grief caused by the 
failure of his plans broke him down 
completely. 
It is not believed that he 


left more than from 810,000 to $15,000, 
most of which must go to indemnify 
his bondsmen.

ARRESTED FOR MURDER 


On the Strength of an Analysis Showing 


Traces of PoUon. 


MUBKEOON, Mich., April 13.—George 


W. King, a druggist, and Mrs. Henry 
W. Hughson were arrested yesterday 
morning charged with the murder of 
Nathan Douglas, an old soldier, who 
died in the township of Fruitport m 
July, 1892. The warrant was sworn 
out by Mrs. Eunice Williams, a sister 
of the dead man. 


There were rumors of poisoning at 


the time of Douglas' death, but noth- 
ing was done in the matter until March 
20 last, when the body was exhumed 
and the brain, stomach and intestines 
were sent to Ann Arbor for analysis. 
Wednesday word was received from 
Ann Arbor that traces of arsenic were 
found in all the organs sufficient to 
cause death. 


Douglas had an insurance of 82,000, 


which was payable to his wife, now 
Mrs. Hughson. King assisted her in 
caring for Douglas during his illness. 
It is stated that she paid King- some 
money after her husband's death. 
Douglas' will had been drawn up by 
King a few weeks before his death. 
Both prisoners have been held without 
bail.

The marshal called 
upon Mr. Miller last Wednesday yet 
notwithstanding the reflection upon the 
police, he has not yet furnished the 
names, he said in his speech he could 
give. This is another evidence of politi- 
cal deprivaty that stems to be the lot of 
the Municipal club.

Government Report on Wheat. 
The government report made the con- 


dition of winter wheat April 1st, 81.4, 
against 86.7 last year and 77.4 in 1893. 
In 1892 it was 81.2 m April, but the May 
condition was 81., the July 89.6, and at 
larvest 87. 6, the yield per acre being 
13.4 bushels. Tho condition this year 
suggests a yield per acre of 12.2 bushels 
and a cropol 295,000,000 bushels, against 
328,000,000 bushels last 
year. 
The 


average condition by states was given as 
follows: New York, 92; Pennsylvania, 
92; Kentucky, 80; Ohio, 86; Michigan, 78; 
Indiana, S3; Illinois, 87; Missouri, 89; 
Kansas, M; Nebraska, 45; California, 94. 


The report said: "Generally the last 


winter has been hard on wheat. The fall 
of 1894 was dry and not favorable in 
many States either to germination or 
maintenace of vitality of the plant. The 
spring has been droughty over extensive 
areas. Much good, however, has been 
produced by rains in the latter part of 
March, particularly in Indiana, Illinois, 
Missouri and Iowa. Moderate rains fell 
in Nebraska and South Dakota. It is re- 
ported that the soil was so dry and had 
suffered so long from drought that it 
will require much heavier rains to pro- 
duce permanent effect. The average 
date of seeding for the whole country 
was Oct. 9. Veiy little damage from the 
Hessian fly is reported." 


The figures are bullish on the face, 


but, as there have been good rains 
throughout tho winter wheat country 
the last ten days, the crop has materially 
improved, and the trade take little stock 
in the low condition as an important 
bull factor. 


Tho estimates on tho condition were 


from 80 to 85. On the government fig- 
ures tho winter wheat crop was estimat- 
ed from 283,009,000 to 290,000,000 bu., 
but as to how much those figures are 
worth based, as they are, on March con- 
ditions, conservative tiaders were in- 
clined to be skeptical.

mud>nd to smirch the characters of the 
officers selected to answer all calls for 
the enforcement of the law. The visit, 
as stated, was made Wednesday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock. Up to this hour, and 
two whole days have elapsed, Marshal 
Lehman has not been seen by Rev. Mr. 
Miller, or any other Reformer, to furnish 
him the information he sought. 


The marshal does not believe that any 


man on the force ever had anything to 
do with a gambling house. If they had, 
the fact could easily be ascertained and 
Mr. Miller, who has made the public 
charge, at the same time promising to 
give the names and now refuses to pro- 
duce them, would have been quick to 
give the names if he had been certain 
that he had not made a grave mistake. 
Marshal Lehman is still waiting for Mr. 
Miller to produce the names of tho offi- 
cers under the ban. 


Mr. Lehman in speaking of the case 


said in substance: "It seems to me, inas- 
much as I can hear nothing from Mr. Mil- 
ler, that he realizes that ho has made a 
serious mistake, and it is, to say the 
least, singular that a minister and a 
reformer is not man enough to acknowl- 
edge it." 


This is good Friday, so named because 


it is the day upon which Christ died 
upon the cross that the salvation of 
mankind might be encompassed. Next 
to Sunday and Easter this is the earliest 
of the days set apart in commemoration 
of the chief events in the life of Christ. 
When first celebrated we have no record. 
The Roman Catholics, .the Greeks and 
the English church regard it as a strict 
fast. It is a close holiday in the gov- 
ernment offices of England and Scot- 
land; we believe it is not observed by 
the Presbyterians. Hot cross buns, 
said to be a relic of paganism, are 
eaten for breakfast in London and other 
parts of England on Good Friday, and 
the superstition that a cross bun pre- 
served from one Good Friday to another 
will prevent the whooping cough has 
still some believers. Maunday Thurs- 
day is the day before Good Friday. On 
this day Christ washed the feet of His 
disciples and commanded them to love 
one another. On this coming Good Fri- 
day, it is said, the heavenly bodies which 
gravitate around the sun will be in the 
same relative positions they occupied on 
the cross, the first occurence of the kind 
since that day, 1862 years ago, the thirty- 
third year of the Christian era.

State Convention—Heports—Elec- 


tion of Officers—Lectures. 


The sessions of the Equal Suffrage 


Association of Illinois will close this 
evening, and there will be free lectures 
to-night at the Congregational church. 


THURSDAY—AFTEKNOON SESSION. 


Opened at 2:15 with a largely increased 


attendance. Mrs. G. Clinton Smith led 
the singing, and the ladies joined in with 
a will. Tho secretary, Mrs. Prof. Rena 
Michaels Atchison, late of the Woman's 
College of ths Northwestern University, 
has during the past year mailed hund- 
reds of letters and circulars to members 
of the legislature. Prom these gentle- 
men she has received two replies, one 
stating that he would favor the move- 
ment when woman had sufficiently de- 
veloped to enter politics. 
This little 


sally from the member provoked a 
ripple of pitying laughter from the 
audience. 
She also stated that the 


greater part of the work in favor of 
suffrage was now being done through 
the W. C. T. U. organizations. The little 
lady proved that she had studied polit- 
ical methods to some purpose by sug- 
gesting that the ladiee endeavor to se- 
cure the names of legislators not favor 
able to the movement and send them as 
a "blacklist" broadcast among the vari- 
ous suffragist organizations of the state. 


An inteiesting essay entitled 
"The 


Women of Armenia," was read by the 
Eev. Mauravian of Chicago. He traced 
the history of that unhappy country 
from remote antiquity to the present 
time. He compared the condition of 
Armenian women with the women of 
Turkey much to the disadvantage of the 
latter class. He was followed with in- 
terest and his effort was favorably re- 
ceived. 


Mis. Mary Metzger,of Moline, gave an 


interesting account of a visit to Colorado, 
and described the workings of equal 
suffrage in that state. 
The lady paid 


hei compliments to the Illinois legisla- 
ture. Ex-Mayoress Paxton, of Kiowa, 
Kansas, who enjoys the distinction of 
ruling a typical wild west town, when 
tho men had given up the task in dispair, 
was then introduced. She told of hei 
trials and tribulations as an office holder. 
She refused to accept money from the 
local saloons, and although the men 
prophesied dire disaster, brought her 
town through with a handsome balance 
in the tieasury.

Mrs. Eddy, of Kewanee, told how 1,000 


women ol that town registered and voted. 
By their votes they smashed a corrupt 
school ring which had existed for 12 
years although tho ringster had placed 
two women on their ticket as a bait. A 
musical selection by the Misses Edna 
Bunn and Addie Ebert of this city then 
favored the audience with a fine piano 
and vocal Ejections, after which Mrs. 
Miller told how the Republican ladies 
had managed the campaign IE the 34th 
ward of Chicago.

Bicycle Speed. 


Apropos of the regulation of 
the 


speed of bicycles, a writer says: "Bicycle 
riders who think that no one can tell 
how fast they are riding as they "scorch" 
along the streets are very much mis- 
taken. It is the easiest thing in the 
world to measure thoir speed accurately 
enough to swear to it without reading 
the cyclometer they carry or knowing 
the distance they ride. All that is nec- 
essary is for the observer to noto care- 
fully the number of revolutions the ped- 
als make in a given period of time, say 
five seconds, or a single second, and then 
if 
the 
"gear" 
is 
known 
the 


speed is known also. To determine 
if the rider is going faster than the 
eight miles an hour allowed by law it is 
not necessary to know the "gear'1 of his 
bicycle; it is only needful to count the 
number of revolutions a second. A veiy 
little figuring will then show whethei 
the rider is breaking the law or not 
Whenever a rider revolves his pedals 
once 
in 
a 
second 
it 
is 
practi 


cally certain that he is riding faster than 
eight miles an hour. If his bicycle is 
geared at 60, one revolution a second 
will carry him 10% miles an hour, if at 
(53 his speed is a half-mile faster, at 08 it 
is 12% miles, at 72 it is almost 13 miles, 
and at 76 it is a little more than J3J-£, 
One^revolutiou a second is, therefore, 
faster than a 56 gear can legally ride. 
Any rider can easily satisfy himself that 
these figures are substantially accurate, 
and, having done so, can no longer plead 
that ho does not know how fast he is 
riding."

The first time a man sees a barnacle 


feed ho is pretty likely to think it the 
most wonderful thing he ever saw, and 
the oftener he sees it the more wonder- 
ful it is aP' *° fcrP68* t0 nim- Tne 
ordinary 
barnacle, as is generally 


known," grows on ships' bottoms, on 
piles, and on rocks and stones along 
the shore. 
The accompanying illus- 


tration gives two pictures of the same 
barnacle, one of a number of common 
barnacles now in the city's aquarium 
at Castle Garden, which were taken 
from Gravescnd bay. 
There are vari- 


ous kinds of barnacles, and they attain 
various sizes. 
Tho common barnacle 


here pictured is slightly oval in general 
outline at the base; its shell is about 
five-eighths of an inch in length, half 
an inch in width, and half an inch 
high; it tapers in from the base up and 
is jagged around the top, where it is 
open. 
Inside tho outer shell is an- 


other, which 
is divided in 
halves 


vertically, the two parts being held to- 
pether by muscles. The outer shell is 
•\shole and fixed; the inner shell is 
movable. When the barnacle is quiet 
the inside shell is drawn together at 
the top and closed, and usually it is, bo- 
low the top of the outer shell, as here 
shown in the picture to the left. 


The right-hand picture shows the 


barnacle as it appears when feeding. 


When preparing to feed, the barnacle 


raises the divided shell until the top of 
it is above the jagged top of the outer 
shell; sometimes it opens the inner bholl 
before it is above the outer one; more 
often it does not. 
When the barnacle 


opens its inner shell it putb out from it 
its feeder, which, as it comes up into 
view, is in general contour not unlike 
a human hand as it would appc-ar with 
the lingers and thumb joined at the 
tips 
When this hand is open it is seen 


to have many lingers, which are so 
delicate as to be almost threadlike in 
fineness, but which, fine as they are, 
have upon them tiny feathery lateral 
projectiles. 


As the barnacle raises its hand it 


opens out its fingers and throws the 
hand backward as one would throw his 
hand back upon his wrist. Then the 
barnacle sweeps it forward through the 
water, nearly to a horizontal position 
in front. It is spread to its greatest di-

It is then in appearance something1 like 
a tiny fan, concave on the side to the 
front. It is reduced in bize as it ap- 
proaches the horizontal, where it is 
closed and in outline as it appeared at 
first with the finger tips tog-ether, and 
In that form it is drawn into the bheli 
with whatever food it may have caught 
In the sweep. The water passes freely 
between these slender, feathery-lined 
fingers, which, however, retain the 
most minute animalcules—the food that 
the barnacle lives upon. 


Quickly the feeder reappear* in the 


finst position and the (weeping through 
the water is repeated, and this is con- 
tinued until apparently the barnacle's 
appetite is satisfied, the feeding last- 
ing altogether perhaps one or two 
minutes. The barnacle might not again 
seek food.for hours; and it is irregular 
In its hours of feeding. Larger barna- 
cles arc slower in motion whea feeding, 
smaller ones quicker. The little bar- 
nacle here referred to throws its feeder 
very quickly. Every sweep, from tho 
start, through the spread, contraction 
and drawing in of the hand, is made 
with the trueness, smoothness and pre- 
cision of machinery. 


Sometimes the barnacle sheds this 


feeder, or rather it fcheds the outer cov- 
ering of it, as though it were a glove. 
In open water this would float away 
with the tide or current. At the aqnar- 
lum it has sometimes been found lying 
alongside the shell of the barnacle; it 
is so light that when moved it floats in 
tlie water almost as a little frn.jpnent o* 
thistledown floats in the air. Tli^ barna- 
ol<- is not discommoded bv the Miedding 
of this glove from its d< licatc feathery 
hand; it makes no break in its feeding. 
When the barnacle die:, the inner .shell 
comes loo^e from the outer shell.—N.

HOW TO WASH GOLD.

for » Few Cents. 


Fasten with sealing-wax to the inner 


jottom of a, china bowl a round stick— 
a schoolboy's rule, for instance. To the 
Outer bottom fasten an ordinary eork 
stopper, traversed by a thick needle 
which projects beyond the cork. The 
aitis of the ruler and the needle should 
be as exactly as possible in the center 
of the bowl, and in alignment one with 
the other, as indicated in the vertical 
section shown in the drawing.

By 
gradually putting in more sand and 
driving it out in this manner, you will 
end by finding left at tho bottom of the 
bowl the bit of metal for which you 
were seeking This apparatus is similar 
to those used for extracting gold from 
auriferous soil; it would be tound use- 
| ful for examining the sweepings ol 


jewelers' and gold-beaters' workshops; 
in which particles of precious metals are 
often contained.—Once a Week.

IflOLESALE ROBBERY IN PIERIE4SES. 


The City Victimized to the Amount of 


Hundreds of Thousands in the 


Lease of a Single Pier—Cre- 


ated a Sensation. 


NEW YoitK, 
April 12.—President 


'O'Brien of the dock board, who was re- 
roently appointed a commissioner by 
Mayor Strong, created quite a sensa- 
•tionat the meeting of the board yes- 
•terdr.y afternoon when he read a state- 
ment showing how the city, as alleged, 
has lost hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in tho last twenty years through 
alleged laxity of the city authorities. 


' The statement is simply a history of 


one pier, that at the foot of Watts 
fitrcet and known as Pier 40. It shows 
•that in 1873 the pier was leased to H. 
P. Farrington for ten years at S10.0UO 
per annum; that in 1883 Farrington re- 
newed the lease for ten years at the 
annual rental of 520,000. 


All this time, it appears from the 


statement, the Norwich & New York 
Transportation Co. were 
tho 
real 


lessees of the pier, for which they paid 
.from 1873 to 1883 a rental of §38,000 
per annum and for the ensuing ten 
years 848,000. 


In 1803 Thomas Clark, president of 


the Norwich & New York Transporta- 
tion Co., appeared before the dock 
board and applied for a lease of the 
pier. He was told that there were 
several applications in for the pier, 
and that all applicants claimed to rep- 
resent his company. Mr. Clark stated 


, 'that the applicants referred to were 


"go betwecns," and that his company 
•would like to deal with the city. The 
board, after some discussion, granted 
'.Mr. Clark the lease 
of the 
pier, 


but 
one 
week 
subsequently 
re- 


•voked 
this 
lease 
and 
passed a 


resolution 
leasing 
the 
property 


to the New Jersey Steamboat Co. at 
320,000 per annum, on application by 
.Joseph J. O'Donohue. Since 180S the 
INorivich company has occupied the 
rpier as formerly, paying the New Jer- 
sey Steamboat Co. SilS.OOO per annum. 


It thus appears, Mr. O'Brien's state- 


ment says, that during the past twen- 
ty-two years tho city received from the 
lessees of Pier 40 the sum of $J20,000, 
•while H. P. Farrington, his assignees 
and the New Jersey Steamboat Co. re- 
ceived 8"i90,000. 


"An investigation into the status of 


-.pier 40 disclosed the fact that Harvey 
P. Farrington assigned his lease to the 
New Jersey Steamboat Co. at the very 
"beginning of tho first term lease, and 
•bhat the Norwich & New York Trans- 
portation Co. lias been the real and 
only occupant and user of the pier 
eince May ], 1S7D, to the present time. 


"The records of the department do 


mot show that the department was 
over asked or ever gave its consent to 
an assignment of the lease, although 
»special covenant In each lease pro- 
Tides that such consent should first be 
Jaad." 


FORFEITED 
RAILROAD 
LANDS 


Referred to the Commlsloncr of tho Gen- 


eral Land Office for Action. 


WASHISQTON, April 12.—In 1893 a 


number of persons filed applications 
for homestead entry to lands near 
Lamberton, S. D., but the applications 
•were rejected because the lands were 
In conflict with the claims of the Chi-

In Paper and Sliver. 


OMAHA, Neb., April 12.—Omaha is 


being flooded with counterfeit money. 
Bad bills have been in circulation for 
some time, but yesterday it was dis- 
covered that a new counterfeit silver 
dollar and half dollars were in circu- 
lation, all of 1887 date. 


The federal authorities believe that 


fully 86,000 in silver counterfeits are 
now in circulation . in Omaha, South 
Omaha and Council Bluffs.

tain old sleuth's.story is correct there 
are now three or four "mills" in full 
operation in this city and vicinity, in-

SHOT fiHD KILLED BYSEFATORGOEBEL 


After an Unsuccessful Attempt on the 


Senator's Life—Result of a Long- 


Standing- Feud—The Slayer 


Delivers Himself Up. 


COVINQTON-, Ky., April IS.—State 


Senator Goebel shot and killed Cash- 
ier John Sanford of the Farmers' 
and Traders' bank, yesterday after- 
noon, in front of the First national 
bank of this city. 


Senator Goebel, accompanied by At- 


torney-General Hendricks, 
of Ken- 


tucky, and Frank Helm, president of 
the First national bank, was en-route 
to the bank. When they reached the 
door there stood Sanford. He shook 
hands with Hendricks, usinff his left 
hand. Then he asked Goebel if he 
wrote an article attacking1 him. Goe- 
bel answered: "I did." 
Immediately 


banford fired, the ball passing through 
Goebel's pantaloons. 


Quick as a flash Goebel fired. To do 


EO he had to place the pistol beneath 
Helm's 
chin. 
The 
ball 
crashed 


through Sanford's forehead. Sanford 
fell in the doorway of the bank, blood 
oozing from the ugly wound. Helm's 
chin was badly powder-burned. 


Great excitement prevailed instant- 


ly, the street and bank being w 
crowded at the time. 


During the confusion Senator Goebel 


walked to the station house and called 
up his brother, Justus, who is a mem- 
ber of the firm of Lowry & Goebel, of 
Cincinnati, asking him to come to 
Covington at once, as he was in trou- 
ble. 
Senator Goebel then emerged 


from the telephone box, and, address- 
ing the lieutenant in charge, said: 


"I wish to surrender myself. I have 


shot and killed John Sauford." 


Chief Gcodson placed Goebel under 


arrest, but allowed him to sit in his 
private office. 


Senator Goebel was calm at first, 


but later became visibly excited. At 
first he refused to discuss the affair, 
but under the excitement he finally 
gave his .version of it: 


"Here is the reason I killed him," 


exclaimed the senator, as he showed 
where the ball of Sanford's pistol had 
passed through his pantaloons, tear- 
ing- away a portion of the cloth. 
"He 


was lying- in wait for me,'.' continued 
the senator. "I saw him when I 
reached the gas office, about twenty 
feet away from the steps of the First 
national bank. I was on my way to 
the Citizens' national bank with my 
friend Gen. Hendrick. As soon as I 
saw him reach for his revolver I 
reached for mine." 


President Helm and Gen. Hendricks 


give very similar versions of the af- 
fair. 


The murder grows out of a business 


and political feud of several years' 
standing, and was not a surprise. 
Uoth were from among Kentucky's 
best-known men, being leaders in pol- 
itics, business and society. 


Not since the famous Goodloe-Swope 


affair at Lexington, in which both of 
those distinguished men died, has so 
deplorable a murder occurred. It has 
cre'ated a state sensation, while locally 
the greatest excitement prevails, as a 
continuation of the ill-feeling that 
made the murder possible is certain to 
result in more blood-letting. 


For years Theordore llallam and 


Harvey Meyers, two of the brightest 
lawyers in the south, have been the 
democratic leaders of this county. 
Goebel appeared on the field while 
they were at the zenith of their career, 
and under the guise of ananti-ringstet 
fought for prestige in the party. Ho 
was frequently rewarded most gener- 
ously and became deservedly popular. 
Personal ill-feeling naturally resulted 
and it was not confined to the leaders. 
Partisans sprang from every quarter. 
Sanford was one of these and he 
espoused the cause of Hallam and 
Meyers. Personal encounters and con- 
vention fights were numerous. It is 
not an exaggeration to say that 100 
prominent citizens have constantly 
carried pistols for the past three years 
expecting an attack any moment. 


Besides this bitter political feeling, 


Sanford and Goebel were rivals in 
business. Goebel is a director of tho 
Citizens' national bank of Covington, 
and Sanford has for years been a di- 
rector and cashier of the Farmers' and 
Traders' bank. 


The men have had little use for each 


other since the two factions in politics 
began, and there have been some bit- 
ter attacks and countercharges made 
by both men and their friends through 
the columns of the various Covington 
newspapers. 


Last Saturday an article appeared in 


a Covington paper called The Ledger, 
in which a bitter attack was made 
•upon Sanford. The headline of the 
article referred to Sanford in the most 
depraved language. The publication 
aroused Sanford and his friends, who 
declared that they would have satisfac- 
tion from the author. 


It was generally said about the 


streets of Covington that Senator 
Goebel was at least responsible for the 
publication 
of 
the 
article, 
and 


neither Mr. Goebel nor his friends 
took the trouble to deny the allega- 
tion. It was even charged that Sena- 
tor Goebel himself wrote the article. 


It is believed that the question San- 


ford addressed to Goebel was to ask 
him if he wrote the article. 


Goebel is unmarried. Sanford leaves 


a widow, a sister of the famous Tom 
Marshall, of Kentucky, and several 
children, one a grown son, from whom 
more trouble is feared.

Tho erection of a costly monument 


in memory of an American Indian is 
an odd thing, but when the particular 
Indian to be thus remembered is still 
alive, it make the matter all the more 
unique. 


A marble monument will soon adorn 


the last resting place of Indian Chief 
Kahshakes at Cape Fox, in Alaska, 
typifying the tribe and its chief. Chief 
Kahshakes is still alive, and though a 
very old man is not likely, by reason 
of good health, to be memorialized by 
the creation of his own fancies. The 
chief has had this object in view for 
many years, and saved for that purpose.

come temporarily vacant, a new chief 
will occupy it and the tribe with its 
foundation of industry shall go on for- 
ever. 


This unique monument, complete, 


with a stone base under the bcavei 
when set up, will ha"e a total hcifht 
of nine feet. The beaver on which the 
shaft rests is three and one-half feet 
long; the shaft of the eyrie is five feet 
in height. The eagle in the ciouchmg- 
attitude of flying iivray from the nest 
is fifty-two inches from tip to tip, and 
thirty-six inches from bill to tail. The 
general effect of the whole monument, 
though considerably modernized by the 
skill of Mr. Thompson, yet possesses 
many of the characteristics peculiar to 
the Alaska Indians. 


The Indian tribe, of which old KiJi- 


shakes ib the chief, is at Cape Fox, near 
New Mctlakahtla, and comprises about 
1,000 of the best and the most intelli- 
gent of all the Indians that make up 
Duncan's missionary post in Alaska. 
The Indians at Capo Fos are remnants 
of the ancient Chilkats. 


In character these Indians are a 


strange composition—unemotional, mo- 
rose, 
unsympathetic, 
superstitions, 


without the slightest idea of gratitude, 
and having an astonishing respect for 
the property of others. When on a 
trading journey, or out hunting, they 
will leave their belongings hanging oa 
bushes all along the trail; and snow- 
shoes, sometimes a musket, blankets, a 
leg of smoked bear, a dried salmon, 
are frequently noticed along an Indian 
path. 
These Indians in the old days dressed 


in skins, and had garments pictur- 
esquely 
fringed 
and tasseled, and 


beaded and woven in with stained 
swanquills. 
They wore bracelets of 


copper and carried copper spears, 
knives and arrows. In those days no 
ceremony was complete unless attended 
by human sacrifice; execution of slaves 
was of frequent occurrence, for super- 
stitious belief deemed disaster and ill- 
ness the doing of angry spirits, only to 
be appeased by the'shedding of human 
blood. To-day they remain a single re- 
minder of their past greatness and 
power. 


Only nia Buttons Were Left. 


An instance of the great dissolving 


powers of sulphuric acid is furnished 
by an accident which recently occurred 
in the chemical factories at Mulhoxise, 
Alsace. An operative was blown up in- 
to the air and fell into a trough filled 
about three feet deep with sulphuric 
acid, the temperature of which was 
found to be 91 degrees C ten hours 
after the accident.

The ax sep- 
arated the chip, of which the above is 
a picture, and disclosed on the trunk 
of the tree tho in.uks for which he 
searched. The marks, 'E. SO, T. 14, S. 
33," appear in bas-relief on the concave 
side of the slab, or chip, and are as dis- 
tinct as the original marks were when 
the surveyor made them on the trunk 
oi the tree over sixty years ago. Every 
feature of the matrix is distinctly re- 
produced. 


The land company's surveyor sent 


the following explanatory letter with 
the chip: 


"This curiosity is a chip cut off a 


cypress tre« standing near the south- 
west corner of section 33, township 14, 
range SO. These marks of the section, 
range and township numbers were cut 
into the tree by the United States gov- 
ernment surveyor in 1S34, and the new 
growth of the tree covered up and 
grew over the marks, taking the re- 
verse impression of the marks yet re- 
maining on the tree. The chip was 
split off by me while examining the 
lands of the Florida Land & Lumber 
company. 
By reference to the map 


you will see that this corner is in the 
edge of a cypress swamp. Many such 
marks were found by me, and this is 
one of the many proofs of the accuracy 
of my survey." 


The specimen will he sent by the 


owners to the New York Museum of 
Natural nibtory.

clined by his father, who also left the 
expression of his wish that neither his 
widow nor his heir should accept any 
such distinction.
